It is announced that arguments in support'of this contention 


are to be presented at the Panama-Pacific Dental Congress 
which has just been opened at'Sau'Francisco.

There are those who maintain that bathing is 
an unhealInfill practice: Those who believe Ihis may be ready 
lo forego (he cleaning of the. teeth, but there is little prospect 
(hat ihe toothbrush will be discarded yet awhile, no matter 
what Ihe verdict of Ihis "Dental Congress" may be.
